try. After the recent Ohio Val-
ley flood ‘one and one-half mil-
lion - ‘vaccinations . for typhoid
were made by the Public Health
Service.  Nearly every flood is
followed by typhoid but after
this, the most 'disastrous flood
of the Ohio Valley, there was
no contagion following the ex-
posure of a large population to
suffering  and dfs-

ease.
+ Because of the recent message
of the President many members
voted ' against this meritorious
measure. There are many places
where ‘expenditures could  be
lopped- off that are not nearly
so valuable a$ the protection of
public -health. As I see it, it
is not nearly! so much how

- much money we spend, but how

and for what purpose we ex-
pénd it. " Sincde ‘it is quite nec-
egsary to appropriate large
sums for relief of the unem-
ployed,: many needed public im-
provements must stand aside for
the time being.

Retirement Plan
Up for Vote

Voters in the Leos Angeles
school district will cast their
ballots at the clection next Tucs-
day, May 4, on a proposal which,
if approved, would enable the
board of education to adopt a
retirement ‘plan for all employes
of the school system, including
the teachers.

The proposal on which the
people will -vote is merely one
which would give the board of
education the authority to adopt
a retirement system. = Basic
principles of any plan which the
board might adopt are provided,
for in a state law approved only
last week by the legislature,

One of the provisions in this
law would enable the board of
education to use"the difference
between: the pay of maximum
salaried teadhers who retire,
and beginners who take their
places to finance the retircment
allowance for those leaving the
service. ‘This provision, accord-
ing to members of the board of
education, would enable elderly
teachers to retire and rececive
adequate allowance, without a
cent of cost to taxpayers.

Another important provision
in the state law is that it would
make the retirement plan in-
clude non-teaching workers in
the school system, of which
there are 4,000, These: workers
are denied the advantages of
social security under federal
and state acts.
